From Sokolovsky 


Washington, May 24. 
The Soviet Government has invited two 
or three high ranking American officers to 
Russia to take part in ceremonies marking 
Soviet Aviation Day on June 24, it was 
officially announced today. 


The Soviet invitation was extended by Marshal 
Sokolovsky, Soviet Chief-of-Staff of the armed 
forces. 

It was delivered to General Nathan Twining, 
U.S. Air Force Chief-of-Staff, by the military 
attache of the Soviet Embassy in Washington on 
May 21. 

Authoritative American circles indicated that 
the Soviet invitation might be the first step 
toward a broader invitation which would be ex- 
paded to the Chiefs-of-Staff of the U.S. Armed 

orces. 


What Does It Mean ? 


A White House spokesman indicated earlier today he 
would not be burprined lf the Joint Chiefs-of-Staff accepted 
such an invitation. 

However, no invitation had yet been sent to them. 

Authoritative sources considered also that the Soviet 
invitation might indicate a desire on the part of the 
Soviet Government to proceed with an exchange of visits 
of members of the armed forces of the two countries. 

They said the Soviet invitation might have some 
relation to the recently announced Soviet decision to re- 
duce its armed forces by 1,200,000 men. ; 

They recalled that American spokesmen greeted the

Helsinki, May 24. 


A Soviet offer to hire back to the Finns 
their big prewar timber export waterway, 
now in Russian hands, has been described 
by an expert committee here as a bad 


business proposition.

PLEAS REFUSED. 


Cut in two, the canal was of 
no use cither tu the Flons or 
to the Russians, For the lum~ 
berjacks and forest owners of 
the Sulmaa lake network, the 
severance of the waterway was 
» calastropbe. Their limber 
exports were blockaded . 

New routes had to be built at 
& Ume when Finland’s resources 
were depleted by the cession of 
12 per cent of her total land 
area to the Soviet: Union, 

Finland pressed the Russians 
repeatedly for transl rights 
over the canal, but Moscow re- 
fused all thelr pleas, So Fin- 
land's forest owners, tlmber 
exporters and local councils put 
thelr heuds together and, with 
State aid, opened alternative 
routes, 

The Saimaa canal and Viipurl 
became — sentimental — national 
memories, but) were no longer 
vilally necessary to Finland's 
economy . 

Unused, the canal rotted, 
barges lay waterlogged and 
derelict, Then, In 1953, the 
Soviet Minister In Helsink! told 
the Finns that hls government 
had changed Its mind. Moscow 
was willing to: grant Finland 
teansit: rights over Salman and 
Vilpurt under certain conditions, 
The Finns investigated these 
and tound them toa be unuceep- 
tuble The matter remained In 
abeyance and the canal con- 
Hnued to rot. 


BILL TO FINLAND 


The quesflon wus opened 
agaln by Moscow at the end of 
Just yeur, when she decided to 
give up her naval base at 
Porkkala outside Helsinki, She 
held out the promise of ac- 
eeptable terms this time, and 
the Finns sent a new committee 
of experts to ascertain details 
and to survey the canal, 

They have been disappointed. 

They report that it would 
cost about 9,000,000,000 marks 
to repair the canal and that the 
Soviet Union expects Finland to 
foot the bill, ern 

The final figure would, how- 
ever, probably be higher be- 
cause new barges - and: other 
vessels suitable for Baltic and 
North Sea traffic would have 
fo be built, and the cost of these 
might be prohibitive. .

HOSPITAL APPEAL 


Sir,—Last year an appeal for 
funds for the Matilda ond War 
Memorial Hospital met with a 
truly splendid support and re- 
sulted in donations amounting 
to $165,510 IncludMg $50,000 
from the Hongkong Jockey 
Club ond $6,000 from the Nor- 
wegian Natlonal Health Office. 

This year we are appealing to 
you again but with brighter 
hopes that, with the continued 
tupport of the community the 
annua) deficit: will be further 


iced, 

You will observe from the 
allached copy of the Hospitai's 
Annual Report fur 1935 that 
the accounty for 1955 show a 
cash - surplus of $81,387.68 
against a cash deficit in 1954 of 
$154,216.02. After allowing for 
depreciation of assct¢ other than 
buildings, for which no pro- 
vision ls made, there Is a net 
deficit of $30,135.65 only as 
compared with ai deficit of 
$290,710.32 in 1954, 

Thiy improvement is duc In 
o large measure to the generous 
response 40 our appeal last year 
but partly also to the cconomics 
which havo been effected in thr 
operation of the hospital and an 
increased income from invest- 
ments and rentals. 

Onc disappointing feature of 
the past year was the drop In 
the number of patients, This 
led the Board to give priority 
in its reorganisation plans to 


certain proposals which were 
made to Government that it 
should cither take over our 
spare land and buildings or us2 
our surplus accommodation to 
case congestion in Government 

tals. Unfortunately none 
of these proposals was ac- 
ceptable to Government, so tha 
Board are now putting in train 
ecntain reconstruction plans 
whereby all tho hospital's ac- 
tivities will bo concentratd in 
and around the new Grayburn 
Wing. These measures should 
result in a smaller and more 
compact hospital and still leave 
adcquato ecoommodation for all 
classes of patients, 

While these - reconstruction 
measures’ should be. completed 
by the end of this year the full 
benefit “from them will not 
materialise until “next year,
